Nor  in  man’s  counsels  is  to  be  found  that 
assurance  from  fear  which  is  the  often  re- 
peated message  of  the  Scriptures  In  a world 
torn  with  fear,  it  if  not  to  man  but  to  Provi- 
dence that  individuals  and  nations  and  com- 
monwealths must  look  for  guidance  that  will 
retain  its  validity  through  the  years  and 
through  the  centuries  It  was  given  directly 
by  Our  Lord  w hen  He  walked  on  the  waters 
of  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  quelling  the  tempest 
'I  hree  of  the  Apoitles.  Saint  Matthew.  Saint 
Mark  and  Saint  John,  have  rendered  an 
almost  identical  account  of  the  passage  ’ It 
IS  1:  be  not  afraid  ” 

Whether  the  Bible,  itself  one  of  the  oldest 
libraries  of  antiquity,  is  taken  lymbolually 
or  in  its  literal  terms,  the  meaning  of  that 
passage  remains  unchanged  It  was  the  direct 
assurance  that  no  man.  whatever  his  condi- 
tion or  his  need,  could  ever  be  rendered  friend- 
less. that  no  eitremity,  even  that  of  death 
Itself,  could  deprive  him  of  sustaining  help 
bfvond  the  power  of  any  mortal  to  give  At 
Matthew  xiv.  17.  the  passage  is  rendered: 

* Be  of  good  cheer,  it  is  1 be  noi  afraid” 

I hcre  IS  a wealth  of  comfort  in  those 
w <-<rds  at  the  present  time  It  is  not  given  to 
us  to  understand  the  inscrutable  workings  of 
Providence  In  our  blindness  and  in  our  fear 
we  may  often  wonder  why  this  fell  thing 
nr  that  dire  tragedy  had  to  happen  But 
ever  heynnd  the  murk  of  human  reasoning 
there  is  the  light  that  guides  all  men  on.  the 
calm  that  falls  like  balm  on  the  human  heart, 
the  peace  that  passeth  all  understanding.  It 
If  in  such  times,  by  reason  of  (he  strain  and 
stress  of  the  hour,  that  man  draws  closer  to 
his  Gixl  and  may  take  comfort  out  of  a 
promise  that  was  both  implied  and  expressed 
So  even  in  holocaust  men  are  found  of  good 
eheer  and  unafraid:  those  to  whom  failh  is  a 
tangible,  living  reality.
